WHO IS TO BLAME? . 

There is a general 'dissatisfaction with the intellectual status 
Of the colleges on this side of the Atlantic. This restlessness is 
manifested by educators who are interested in higher education, 
by professors worthy of the name, and by earnest students who 
congregate in small circles to discuss these problems. It is taken 
for granted that the primary reason for the. presence of young 
men and women in college is to learn how to use their minds and 
to use them. Mental activity is as much a requisite for being in 
college as physical activity for being in a gj-mnasium. How has 
it come about, .then,. that there is any doubt about these proposi- 
tions — that in the case of some colleges they are simply not 
true? Where does the fault lie? Is the student intrinsically in- 
capable of anj^hing higher or is he the victim of an .educationa! 
machine that is outworn and wrong? 

The student supposedly comes to college to learn. Anjiihing 
which actually dl^^this purpose however laudable in itself 
such as seif-support, athletics, politics, reform, dancing, acting; 
making friends, or making love is to be condemned. These things 
are naturally more. important to the mass of the people than to 
the cultivation of the mi^id. They are in themselves educational 
land undoubtedly have a place in college experience. But they can 
liliibe : pursued elswhere than at college without the expensive 
J^Éae'-of intellectual pretension! And when they depose the 
' ■'things of the. mind from their proper priority in higher educa. 
tion :they deprive the college of its reason for existence. In this 
vthe student is to blame: he can make of his college course his 
f^chief preoccupation and does not. 

But the fault rests in a large measure on the colleges them 
iv^yes. , Weian^ijlm^ the student for losing sight of the essen 
ijfiài^^î^^^ting factor in a college course when he finds 
I'it divided among so many and such disparate interests and enter 
r prises, all of which are measured by the number of hours spent in 
a .class-room, laboratory, or in preparation for exams. 

' The impossibility of arriving at any system of control of this 
time element leaves the student large discretion in the use oi his 
hours. Left alone he sets lip actiyitie^^m own, often educa 
Jj^itional in the broad sense, but having ift many'cases a more natura 
' rel^ti'on to the environment provided by a country club than that 
of a college. Obviously intellectual pursuits cannot compete with 
more immediate appeal of these activities, any more than 
if^akespeare with the movies" and equally obviously, the less stu- 
iiies bave to do, jyith attendance at college the more young peo- 
'_ple will wish to attend, and the less college will retain its special 
.and sacerdotal character. It, is a fantastic situatipri, and more 
ii?tl»n .one educator has been moved to question whether it would' 
iiot be better to turn our colleges into play schools for adoles- 
cents, and postpone higher non-technical education until adult 
This is the kind of thought behind the reversion of Johns
